Others hav e req u ested shipments of 
d ried pawpaw ju ice, bu t since “Alex ” 
has not time for ex tracting the ju ice, 
these letters were thrown into the 
w asts basket.

fifty bu shels, when the fru it is ripe in 
this v icinity , and he plans to take 
some of those New Yorkers at their 
word and make a few shipments.

Castle that the home was not in good 
cond ition and that the child ren were 
not properly cared for. 
Recently members of 
the 
cou nty 
board of commissioners v isited the 
home and fou nd ev ery thing v ery s a t­ 
isfactory . 
They hav e no complaint 
whatev er to make in regard to the 
cond itions there. 
The Ru sh cou nty 
board of charities has v isited the 
home within the p a st few d ay s and 
also fou nd ev ery thing in good cond i­ 
tion. 
They hav e not y et mad e their 
report to the State Board of Chari­ 
ties. 
The following from the New 
Castle Cou rier is su fficient to prov e 
that all of the other ru mors hav e 
been withou t fou nd ations. 
An inv estigation, which 
has 
been 
thorou gh and searching, and which 
has d ev eloped the tru e facts in the 
situ ation, shows th at a great inju s­ 
tice has been d one Miss Cora Shelly , 
matron of 
the Henry -Ru sh 
Cou nty 
Orphans’ Home at Spiceland . U n­ 
fou nd ed ru mors hav e been circu lated 
that the inmates of the home are in 
an u nhealthy cond ition, that they are 
poorly fed and that they hav e been 
cru elly treated by the matron. 
Inv estigations 
ind icate 
that the 
cond itions are ju st the rev erse. 
The 
health of the child ren now is p rac­ 
tically perfect. 
There is not a case 
of sickness in the institu tion. 
The complaint in the report of the 
board of cou nty charities regard ing 
the health of the child ren was d u e to 
sickness in the institu tion which had 
its beginning before Miss Shelly a s ­ 
su med the management. 
Since theiv 
the cases of illness hav e d isappear­ 
ed . 


A- report was cu rrent 
that 
the 
child ren were being cru elly 
treated . 
A committee from the Ru sh board of 
cou nty charities v isited the institu ­ 
tion recently ancfj withou t the know­ 
led ge of M atron Shelly interv iewed 
the child ren. 
Mu ch to their satis­ 
faction the members of the commit­ 
tee learned that the 
inmates were 
more than satisfied with their tre a t­ 
ment and that Miss Shelly ’s attitu d e 
toward them was of the kind est. 


An inv estigation as to the food 
giv en the orphans also contrad icts 
the ru mors that they were poorly fed . 
The food is plentifu l, well cooked and 
well serv ed . 
M any of the 
child ren 
are being better fed than when they 
were liv ing at home with their p a r­ 
ents.

Langston states that he and Commis­ 
sioner Reu ben Brown 'hav e inv esti­ 
gated the ru mors and as a resu lt of 
their inq u iries are more than sa tis­ 
fied whth Miss Shelly ’s management.

and 
probably Cosio will be accepted. 
Li- 
m antour’s portfolio will be changed 
from 
finance 
to 
foreign 
relations, 
which Creel now holds. 
The nam es 
of the new m em bers of the cabinet are 
not known. 
The resignations cam e last night 
afte r a day tha t had been spent in 
conferences. 
It was evident that m at­ 
ters of vital im portance w ere being 
discussed, but all efforts to get any 
inform ation as to w hat was going on 
w ere unavailing. 
Not one of those 
mo st directly interested would say a 
wo rd. To all inquirers they returned 
the invariable reply 
tha t they had 
pledged them selves to refuse to dis­ 
cuss the situation in any of its aspects. 
All governm ent officials said they had 
been instructed to say nothing, and 
especially not to confirm or to deny 
rumo rs tha t m ight be in circulation 
as to the political statu s of events. 
As the cabinet m inisters em erged 
fro m the conference w ith the presi­ 
dent they w ere questioned one at a 
j time, but not one of them would di­ 
v ulg e the slightest clue to w hat had 
taken place in the ex ecutive offices. 
They joined in say ing tha t any infor- 
| m atlon as to w hat had transpired m ust 
co me from President Diaz him self. 
L ater the inform ation was given out 
tha t all the cabinet 
m inisters had 
handed in their resignations, but it 
was not stated w hether they had been 
accepted. 
It Is known, how'ever, that 
those of Creel, Fernandez, Molino and 
probably tha t of Cosio wdll be accept­ 
ed. 
It is also said that L im antour 
will be retained and that he will be 
tran sferred from the post of m inister 
of finance to that of m inister of for­ 
eig n affairs, 
j 
It is known tha t there has been 
' much friction am ong the m em bers of 
■ the cabinet since the return of Minis­ 
te r L im antour from his trip abroad. 
T he o ther m em bers of the cabinet 
•eem ed to be dissatisfied w ith the 
plans which L im antour brought back 
w ith him from the U nited States. 
On the best authority it is stated 
tha t Vice P resident Corrall will hand 
his resignation to congress as socn as 
tha t body m eets. This will be on April 
2. 
Corrall, it is added, will leave the 
country for an ex tended trip in E u­ 
rope on April 12, 
He has already en- 
' gaged steam ship accom m odations for 
his trip across the ocean.

The reported dissension in the cab­ 
in et has had a very depressing effect 
on. 
public 
opinion. 
It 
had 
been 
thought until now that the governm ent 
wa« getting the upper hand of the 
situation, but this developm ent leads 
to the conclusion tha t the end of the 
political troubles is farther off than 
a t any tim e before. 
It is pointed out 
tha t those in authority are badly divid 
ed as to the proper course to pursue 
in putting down the insurrection, and 
this has im pressed the general public 
badly .

“This resignation of the cabinet 
m eans one of two things,” said Ma­ 
dero.

to do that. 
“I know that Limanto ur whs deter­ 
m ined either that Diaz should listen 
to reason and treat with the insurrec­ 
tos in a spirit significant of great re­ 
form s and the elim ination of him self 
from the governm ent, or, that failing, 
he would resign.

Coahuila Now Threatened By

San Antonio, M arch 25. — An ea st­ 
w ard m ovem ent of insurrectos in the 
sta te of Coahuila threaten s to ex tend 
the fighting zone from the Arizona and 
w est Tex as border 200 m iles n earer 
San Antonio. 
The town of G arza 
G alan (called Las Vicas on old m aps),

No orders have y et been issued for 
the m oving of patrol troops to the 
vicinity of Del Rio, but should the in­ 
su rrecto s’ threat become a fact, troops 
will be moved to Del Rio from Fort 
Clark. The eastw ard m ovem ent of the 
rebels from their base in the northern 
part of Chihuahua is in line w ith their 
announced plan to isolate Mex ico by 
the capture of all the northern border.

ance 
of Any One Man to Lay Plans 


— Democrats Engaged in the Tas k 
cf 


Pick ing a Party Leader. 


W ashington, M arch 25. — Now that 
they have m ade such large gam s in 
the m em bership of the senate that 
they are talking of controlling it w ithin 
the nex t two y ears, who will the Demo­ 
crats put to the front and who will 
succeed Senator Aldrich as Republi­ 
can leader of tha t body ? 
These are 
questions frequently heard in W ash­ 
ington and will be determ ined w ithin 
the nex t two w eeks at caucuses to be 
held by senators of the two parties. 
It is generally recognized that one- 
m an leadership is a t an end am ong the 
Republicans of the senate and tha t a 
coterie of senators will divide the 
m antle so long and successfully worn 
by Aldrich. 
The D em ocrats of the 
6enate do not like one-man leadership. 
They differ in this respect from their 
party brethren in the house. 
Demo­ 
cratic leadership in the senate has 
been nom inal, not actual, for m any 
y ears, and the indications are now 
that the precedent will not be shat­ 
tered at the coming session. 
Although the regular and insurgent 
Republicans have agreed to act to­ 
gether in the organization of the new 
senate and share alike the responsibil­ 
ity of nam ing the com m ittees, there 
is little in common betw een the two 
factions politically , and it is generally 
ex pected tha t their w orking arrange­ 
m ent w’ill be of brief duration. 
D isregarding the senate vacancies 
from New York, Iow’a and Colorado, 
w here the legislatures are deadlocked, 
the D em ocrats will outnum ber the reg­ 
ular R epublicans in the nex t senate, 
w ith thirteen insurgent Republicans 
ex ercising the balance of power. 
The 
num ber of D em ocratic senators will be 
forty , while the regular Republicans 
will be able to m uster only a total of 
thirty -six votes. 
W hen the three va­ 
cancies in the senate are filled there 
will be forty -two D em ocrats and four­ 
teen insurgents in the senate. 
The 
thirteen insurgents who will wield the 
balance of power and whose votes will 
be decisive in m atters of legislation 
are: 
Borah of Idaho, Bourne of O re­ 
gon, Bristow of K ansas, Brown of Ne­ 
braska, Clapp of M innesota, Craw ford 
of South Dakota, Cum mins of Iowa. 
Dix on of M ontana, G ronna of N orth 
Dakota, 
La Follette 
of 
W isconsin, 
Poindex ter of W ashington, Tow nsend 
of M ichigan, and W orks of California. 


Elim inates One-Man Leaders hip. 


Deprived of a m ajority of the m em ­ 
bership of the senate, the regular Re­ 
publicans 
can 
accom plish 
nothing 
w ithout the support of the insurgents. 
This m eans the elim ination of one- 
man leadership. 
T here will be sev­ 
eral leaders of the two wings of the 
Republican party in the senate. 
For 
the 
regulars. 
Senators 
Crane 
and 
H enry Cabot Lodge of M assachusetts, 
Elihu Root of New York, Boies P en­ 
rose of Pennsy lvania, the new chair­ 
m an of the finance com m ittee, and 
Sutherland of U tah will be the con­ 
trolling voices, while La Follette of 
W isconsin, Borah of Idaho, and Cum­ 
m ins of Iowa, will take the lead for 
the insurgents. 
The com m ittee on 
com m ittees will practically reorganize 
the sen ate m achinery . 
It is not to be 
assum ed that all the old m em bers of 
the com m ittee will be reappointed 
The personnel will rest largely with 
the chairm an of the caucus, who is 
likely to be Senator G allinger of New 
H am pshire. 
The election of a party leader is 
nowr engaging the attention of senate 
D em ocrats. 
Some of the new blood 
in the senate is of the opinion tha t the 
caucus should nam e a real leader who 
will lead. 
T here are four D em ocrats 
prom inently spoken of for leadership. 
They are Bacon of Georgia, who with 
Senator M artin of V irginia is the old­ 
est Democrat in point of service in 
the senate. 
Senator Shively of* Indi­ 
ana, the vice chairm an of the caucus; 
Senator Stone of M issouri, who took 
the lead am ong senate D em ocrats in 
the last day s of the reecnt session in 
the fight against the tariff board bill, 
and Senator John Sharp W illiam s of 
M ississippi, who for a num ber of y ears 
was the m inority leader in the house.
